he would demand the reading of the 
“enr@iled bill.”

A statement of the increase in real 
shows $14,400,000. The increase at the 
end of 1912 was $19,000,000 over the 
previous year, and it is expected that 
the 1913 statement will show an even 


greater increase with the final addition 


which will be made in the fall. 
Increase Will Be $250,000, 

“The city will have a nice income 
to fall back on tn June,” Tax Chairman 
Smith said Wednesday. “I have se- 
cured some data from the tax assessors 
showing that up to the present time 
the income from real and personal as- 
sessments nearly reached $185,000. T 
fee! sure, in view of the present show- 
ing, that the income from all sources 
will be $250,000. 

Tax assessments on banks have in- 
creased $1,000,000 this year, according 
to an unofficial statement made in 
response to reports which have gained 
circulation around the city hall. The 
increase, it is said, is based on larger 
capital, surplus and undivided profits. 

The increase is the largest ever im- 
posed on Atlanta banks in one year. 
At the tax rate of $1.25 per $1090, or 
.0125 per cent, the increase gives the 
city an additional increase of $12,500. 

The increase {fn personaltv assess- 
ments will exceed $3,500,000, and realty 
assessments, according to authentic 
sources, will exceed $11,500,000, bring- 
ing the grand total up to $15,000,000. 
If these estimates are correct the in- 
creases will net the city nearly $200,- 
000 alone, and with the revenue from 
the other departments might bring the 
totai amount to be distributed among 
the city departments up to $275,009. 

Will Equalize Tax Hates. 

Tax Chairman Smith told The Con- 
stitution that he was working out his 
plans for equalizing tax rates in At- 
lanta. He explained that he had asked 
for and had received a statement from 
the tax assessors. in .order that he 
might start the committee right be- 
fore making plans for the June bud- 
get.

Mrs. Mattie Smith, wife of 
one of the mechanics who were 
last men to leave pencil fac- 
tory, tells detectives that 
shortly before 1 o'clock, when 
she left building, she saw 
strange negro near elevator.

The report of Dr. Claude A. Smith's 
analysis of the bloodstains on the shirt 
found in the home of Newt Leé, who 
is held in connection with the Mary 
Phagan murder, has been submitted 
to the detective department. It re- 
veals that the stains were caused by 
human blood, not more than a month 
old. 

The report is brief. The, examina- 
tion was thorough, but no comparison 
was made with the stains on the gar- 
ment and with other stains. The only 
specimen possessed by Dr. Smith be- 
side the shirt were small shavings, 
flecked with blood, which were chipped 
from the flooring at the spot near the 
machiné, where the girl is supposed to 
have received her death blow.

FRANK WILL TARE 


STAND ATINQUEST 


Mrs. Mattie White Tells De- 
tectives That on Afternoon 
of Killing She Saw Negro 
in Factory. 


Leo M. Frank will probably be the 
first witness to take the stand in the 
Mary Phagan murder inquest to be 
resumed this morning at 9:3@ o’clock 
in police headquarters. He will be ex- 
amined thoroughly along lines whicn 
neither the- chief of detectives, cor- 
oner nor solicitor general will dis- 
close, 

He was resting comfortably at mid- 
night, and, according to reports from 
the Tower in which he is imprisoned, 
he is in fit condition to undergo the 
ordeal. In the first interrogation t» 
which he was subjected, he was on 
the stand for a trifle more than six 
hours. It is not thought that the ex- 
amination today will last that long. 

Headquarters was given a surprise 
yesterday afternoon with the report 
brought back by Detectives Rosser and 
Haslett, who were sent early in the 
afternoon to interview Mrs. Mattie 
White, wife of Arthur White, the me- 
chanic who was in the pencil factory 
during the time Mary Phagan entered 
the building to draw her pay envelope. 

Saw Negro in Factory. 

Mrs. White stated that she went te 
the plant to*see her husband shortly 
1 o'clock, and that as she came 


downstairs a few minutes later, she 


noticed a stalwart. black negro, sittings

in the shadow of the staircase, 
was almost out of view. 

This is the first time she has told 
of, seeing the négro. It also 1s the 
first time it has been revealed that a 
negro was in the building between the 
hours of 12 noon ard 4 o'clock, the 
fatal afternoon. Mrs. White told the 
sleuths that she did not recollect th» 
incident at first. 

Her statement was written 
placed on record at headquarters. She 
will be summoned to the inquest. Her 
residence is at 58 Bonnie Brae ave- 
nue, where she has resided several 
years.

Searching for Greek. 

Detéctives are searching for a 
young Greek, who is supposed to have 
disappeared the day the body was dis- 
covered. He was an attache of the 
cafe adjoining the pencil factory, a 
popular establishment with girl em- 
plovees of the plant, at which many 
of whom ate their lunches. 

Chief Lanford stated that when city 
detectives, followings clues they had 
obtained from girls of the factory, 
sought to interview him, they found 
him missing. Later, it was reported 
that he was in Anniston, Ala., In which 
city Pinkerton men are making a 
search. He was emphoyed as a waiter 
at the cafe, and had been in America 
for a good many years. The officers 
will not give his name. 

The theory, On which suspicion !s di- 
recte] toward the Greek, is that the 
frirl was murdered on the outside of 
the factory building, probably in the 
alley way facing Madison avenue, and 
that her body was carried into the 
basement through the rear door which 
was broken open 

The bursting of the door would have 
been an easy matter, as the staple 
could have been taken out, the de- 
tectives say, with the fingers.

Attempt to Wreck St. Paul’s 
in London—Bomb Found 


~ Under Chair by the Throne | 
| 


of the Bishop. 


London, May 7.—An attempt to wreck 
the ancient St. Paul’s cathe@ral by a 
bomb early today is attributed to mil- 
itant suffragettes. The verger who 
conducts sightseers through the mass- 


live edifice was making his rounds at 


about 8 o’clock this morning when he 
heard a ticking sound near the high 
altar. Upon investigation he found 
hidden a heavy parcel. He immediate- 
ly placed it in water and handed it 
over to the police, who found a suf- 
fragette newspaper wrapped up with 
the bomb. 

This attempt andthe placing. of two 
other bombs in other parts of the city 
this morning made it appear that mil- 
itant suffragettes had entered anew 
on their havoc-working campaign as 
a sequel to the defeat of the woman 
suffrage bill in the houfse of commons 
last night. 

More Bombs Found. 

Shortly after the discovery at the 
cathedral the police found a simiar 
bomb-like package on the steps of a 
newspaper office in Fleet street and 
a tin canister believed to contain ex- 
plosives was picked up on the steps 
of a wholesale drug establishment near 
St. Paul's. 

No arrests were made. It is doubt- 
ful whether the police have clews to 
the identity of the bomb placers. 

The bomb from the cathedral was ex- 
amined by the police and government 
experts. It was painted black and 
contained two detonators attached to 
an electric battery. It was filled with 
slugs of a lsubstance resembling coal. 
There is no doubt, the police say, that 
it was placed by militant suffragettes 
or persans in their employ. 

The general publicisadmittedto the 
choir and aisles of St. Paul’s cathe- 
dral between 11 o'clock in the morning 
and 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon. The 
cathedral was closed entirely at 6 
o'clock last evening and it appears cer- 
tain that the bomb was @eposited be- 
fore that hour. It was found beneath 
a chair beside the bishop’s throne at 
the head of the choir. 

Ticking Not Heard. 

The dean conducted the song service 
near the bishop’s throne last evening, 
but neither he nor the verger then 
noticed the package or heard the tick- 
ing. 

Plain clothes policemen have been on 
duty in St. Paul’s for several weeks 
for the express purpose of preventing 
militant suffragette outbreaks , but 
they observed nothing wrong last 
night. 

Several parts of the cathedral, usual- 
ly opened to the public, were closed 
today. ° 

Suffragette “arson squads’ were also 
busy early this morning. They burned 
down a pavilion on the Cricket fleld 
at Bisnop park, Fulham, in the west 
end of London, and set fire to an un- 
occupied house at Finchley, in 
north of London. Suffragette placards 
and quantities of chemicals were found 
in the vicinity of both fires. 

“Small, but fiendishly powerful,” is 
the police officers’ description of the 
bomb. When'‘it was taken to pieces 
it was discovered that it was timed to 
explode at midnight, but a derange- 
ment of the clockwork reéstared the ex- 
plosion. Apparently only this accli- 
dent prevented untold damage to the 
cathedral. % 


TWO LARGE STILLS 
FOUND IN GWINNETT 


Athens, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—-That 
the lair of the illicit distillery is com- 
ing southward and the center of moon- 
shining getting away from the hill 
country is evidenced by the fact that 
a deputy marshal has been stationed 
regularly at Athens, the center of old, 
aristocratic, cultured civilization in 
Georgia, and has found enough to Keep 
him, and usually a helper or two, busy 
within a. few miles of this city. Mar- 
shals Bursell and Brown came in from 
Gwinnette yesterday, Where, in Ben 
Smith's district, two stills were cap- 
tured Sunday morning just at the hour 
for 11 o’clock services, in broad day- 
light, in an old, thickly settled part 
of the county. 

The officers stated that they found 
at one still no fewer than eleven per- 
sons from 11 years to 55 years of age. 
Fathers and sons were in the bunch of 
Smallwoods and McDaniels' surprised 
at the moonshine factory. 

In the past few weeks there have 
been more stills captured in Elbert, 
Walton, Gwinnett and Clarke than in 
several years put together before.

ALFONSO IS WELCOMED 
BY PEOPLE OF PARIS 


Paris, May 7.—King Alfonso, of 
Spain, reached Paris this morning with 
Premier Count Alyere de Romanones 
for a two-day offfcial visit. It is pop- 
ularly regarded as a political event of 
the first importance, there being a 
general impression among the people 
that Spain is to become the ally of 
France. 

President Raymond 
Premier Louis Barthou, 
mainder of the cabinet, received the 
royal party at the station.

DR. H. L. SMITH HEADS

Lexington, Va., May 7.—In the pres- 
ence of a distinguished gathering of 
educators Dr. Henry Louis Smith was 
formally inducted into office today 
as president of Washington and Lee 
university. The misston of the Ameri- 
can college tomorrow formed the 
theme of Dr. Smith’s inaugural ad- 
dress. 

The exercises were held in Lee Me- 
niorial chapel at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing. A procession formed at Carnegle 
library and marched to the chapel, 
headed by Dr. Smith and Dr. Givens B. 
Strickler, the rector, of Richmond, Va. 
They were followed py the board of 
trustees, representatives of various 
colleges, visitors, .alumnl, faculty and 
students. 

Dr. Strickler presided over the ex- 
ercises and the invocation was de- 
livered by Rev. William M. Morrison, 
African missionary. The opening 
address was made by Dr. George H. 
Denny, former president of the col- 
lege. Dr. Strickler then delivered the 
charge and turned over the Keys to 
Dr. Smith, who followed with his in- 
augural address. 

“If the American college is to re- 
peat in the twentieth century the: in- 
estimable service it rendered to 
American civilization in the  nine- 
teenth century,” dectared Dr. Smith 
in his address, “it must recognize the 
dawn of a new era, bring this period 
of turmoil and readjustment to a close 
before its place is usurped or its 
virility weakened and reshape its aim 
and function to the*needs and the call 
of a new social and civic order. 

“The master wordofthe eighteenth 
century was liberty,” hecontinued. “Of 
the nineteenth, knowledge. The mas- 
ter of the twentieth blends both into 
a richer and nobler ideal. It is citi- 
zenship, the keynote of a new era, in 
which human duties and the rights of 
Others shall take precedence of in- 
dividual liberty and the power of 
knowledge and the gains of research 
shall° be dedicated to the common 
good.”

The most interesting thing about 
Samoa is notits fair scenery and 
tropic flora, Hut its people, who have 
often been Gescribed as the most noble 
race in the Pacific—simple, honest, af- 
fectionate, and above all, hospitable. 
Judgé Dwyer, of Page-Pago, who is 
visiting Sydney, stated recently that 
all the natives were now Christians, 
and evinced a very marked devotion 
to their church, even though they did 
not always adhere to its tenets. 

Taking them as a whole, their con- 
tributions to religious enterprises fai 
exceeded the Biblical tithe, and, witna 
the exception of the Mormons,’ whose 
adherents were few, the missions in 
Samoa were self-supporting. The peo- 
ple were generous to a remarkable de- 
gree, and any stranger—white, brown, 
yellow, or black—was received in any 
house, supplied with food and sleep- 
ing accommodation, no questions be- 
ing asked about compensation. As far 
as wmerican Samoa was concerned 
there were so few foreigners there 
that this admirable trait had not been 
stamped out by imposition or abuse 
of confidence. In morality, they were 
superior to many other branches of 
the Polynesian race and were excelled 
by none. Petty theft was very rare,

FOR FOREST RESERVE 


Latest Purchase 93,000 Acres in 
Virginia, Tennessee and 
North Carolina. 


Washington, May 7.—Approximately 


$3,000 acres of mountain land in Vir- 


ginia, Tennessee, North Carolina and 
West Virginia, was approved fo~ pur- 
chase today by the nationa Iforest 
This will make 
almost 600,000 acres bought by the 
government up to date for the Appa- 
lachian and White mountains forest 
reservation. 

The largest of 
tracts comprises 38,400 acres in the 
Massenuten region in Pago, Warren 
and Shenandoah counties, Virginia, the 
present purchase practically rounding 
out what the government needs in that 
section, In the Potomac purchase area, 
a group of 32 tracts, totalling 32,660 
acres in Frederick and Shenandoah 
counties, Virginia, and Hardy county, 
West Virginia, wag approved, about 
half of which adjoin lands already 
bought. In the Nantahala purchase 
area in Macon county, North Carolina, 
81 tracts, containing 5,465 acres, was 
approved, filling out tracts previously 
purchased there. The only purchase in 
a new are was in Unicoi county, Ten- 
nessee, where control of the water- 
a new area wags in Unicoi county, Ten- 
nessee river. The six tracts bought 
today contain 16,460 acres. 

Money already has heen appropriated 
sufficient for the purchase of about I,- 
000,000 acres of the eastern mountain 
land, although itis estimated that even- 
tually the purchases needed to protect 
the Appalachian and White mountain 
watersheds .will total about 6,000,000 
acres. wh

The speakers de- 
Clared that it ultimately would be 
demonstrated that life in several 
cells could be sustained for as long a 
period as the organism ‘would live 
under normal Conditions. 

This view was taken by 
G. Harrison, of Yale university, who 
spoke on “the life of tissues outside 
the organism from the embry ological 
Standpoint.’’

Addressing a let- 
ter to’ the convention of this body he 
characterizes the movement to provide 
playgrounds for children, especially in 
cities, as among the most important of our 
day. 

The president has not overstated the 
case.

Wwe 
used to prate glibly that “the child is 
father” to the man, without reflecting that 
with due and intelligent conservation and 
development of the father we could assuc 
that it would enter its adult heritage 
Today we 
have discovered the error and are every- 
where trying to remove its effects. We 
are encouraging medical inspection in 
schools. 
tation’ And we are seeing that unless the 
child receives its legacy of play and recrea- 
tion we not only cheat him, but posterity 
as well. 

In this connection it is encouraging to 
observe that Atlanta’s park board is co 
operating with Councilman Ashiey to se- 
cure’ an appropriation of $5,000 for music 
in Grant and Piedmont parks during the 
coming summer. These two parks are the 
great playgrounds of Atlanta and, in a 
way, of the state. Every day during the 
hot summer they are thronged with-moth- 
ers and children who must depend upon 
the city to supply them with their only 
facilities for outdoor recreation during the 
heated term. On Sundays, the rest day 
of the week, the crowds are augmented. by 
the adult toilers of the city. The money 
the city invests for concerts at these two 
parks will be splendidly. spent. Council 
should grant the appropriation. 

The smaller parks and playgrounds of 
Atlanta are discharging their destined 
function with notable efficiency. The part 
they have played and will play in conserv- 
ing child life in this city would be difficult 
to estimate. 


HONORING UNDERWOOD 


A man must loom large in current his- 
tory and in personality to have the na- 
tional house of representatives forget 
partisanship to,pay him spontaneous honor.

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Washington, D. C., May 7.—(Special.)— 
‘Former Senator Jonathan Bourne, of Oregon, 
has made all other apostles of good roads 
look small. He has literally left them in 
the high road and demonstrated he is a 
real leader. 

Since his retirement from the senate, Mr. 
Bourne has been working on a scheme of 
federal ald in building highways and he 
proposes to his associates on the joint con- 
gressional committee a 
plan providing for the 
expenditure of $3,000,- 
000,000 in the next 
fifty years. 

There is no doubt in 
the Oregonian’s mind as 
to what the government 
ought to do. He wants 
Uncle Sam to raise the 
money on fifty year 
nontaxable 3 per cent 
bonds and loan it to the 
states. One-third of 
the total amount would 
be spent for construc- 
tion and two-thirds for 
maintenance. 

In defending his

Shows there are 890,000,000 acres of farm 
land in the United States, worth $39,000,000;

Overhauling the Consular Service. 

What is the matter with the consular 
service? : 

In line with the general overhauling of 
republican housekeeping the democrats pro- 
pose to find. out.

To encourage young men to enter this 
field, advancement on merit has been provid- 
ed for, and the effect of political influence 
eliminated as far as possipie. However, it 
is a fact that today there are more repub- 
licans than democrats in the service and 
more northerners and easterners than south- 
erners.

VILLON, THE 
“GUTTER GENIUS” 


Who was Francois Villon? That is the 
name by which the great French “genius 
of the gutter” is known in Hterature. It is 
a name he adopted for more reasons than 
one, and was the one he used as a writer. He 
had very many others that he appropriated 
at various periods of his life, for he was of 
such a villainous character that he was al- 
most continually| in trouble and assumed one 
name after another to throw the authorities 
off his track. — 

The real name of the man who won great 
fame as a poet in the fifteenth century has 
never been aégeertained. It is’ said that he 
assumed the name of Francots Villon be- 
cause his friend and benefactor was named 
Guillaume de Villon. It was Guillaume who 
took the young renegade into his home and 
tried to reform him, recognizing his wonder- 
ful gentus. Among the other hames by 
which he was known at various times, as 
far as recorded, are. Corbier, Pitou,, De Mont- 
corbier, Des Leges and Corbeull. 

Which, if any of these names, was really 
his own is uncertain. About all that is 
known of his early life is that he’ was born 
of poor parents, and, as it seems, certainly 
in Paris. His fathar died when he was young, 
and it is evident that he was devoted to 
his mother, for some of his most beautiful 
lines he addressed to her. His boyhood days 
were spent in the low taverns of Paris, 
among the riff-raff of the underworld. In 
spite of the marvelous genius that he ex- 
hibited in very early life, he seemed to be 
most at home among the sordid criminal 
class, where he exhibited as much iniquity 
as they did. He fought, stole, caroused and 
killed with ruffians, and he would then turn 
around and write such wonderfully beautiful 
and musical poems that even his besotted 
comrades loved them. 

The first murder that was laid at his 
door was that of a priest whom he stabbed 


to death in the streets of Paris while re- 
turning from a drunken revel. He sought 
shelter in the slums where his criminal ad- 
mirers kept him secreted for close to two 
years. Through wealthy friends, who were 
admirers of his genius, he secured a pardon. 
Hardly had he emerged from his hiding place 
when he became embroiled in a fight in a 
cheap tavern of Paris and was so badly used 
up that he fled from the city out of dis- 
grace at his appearance. To the doctor who 
dressed his wounds he gave the name of 
Michael Moulton, another one of his many 
aliases. 

Then he became a student at the College 
of Navarre, near Angers, France. It is sup- 
posed that his object was more for the pur- 
pose of robbery than for the acquiring of 
further education. Only a short time after 
his arrival the treasure chest of the college 
chapel was broken open. .A band of student- 
thieves were arrested, and one of them gave 
evidence that Villon was the ringleader of 
the party, and that he was planning further 
robberies. 

Villon was put to the torture and then 
sentenced to be hanged. As he lay in prison 
waiting execution he wrote one of his great- 
est poems, a grim, wonderful bit of verse en- 
titled “Ballade of the Hanged.” The in- 
fluence of his friends secured the setting 
aside of this punishment and he was banish- 
ed from the country and for many years 
thereafter he drifted from one country to 
another, sometimes living in the palaces of 
royalty on account of his wit, and again rob- 


bing and making narrow escapes from being 


confined in prison. 

Finally, he was caught robbing a church 
and was imprisoned for the crime of sac- 
rilege. For this crime Villon owed his re- 
lease to a general gaol-delivery at the ac- 
cession of Louis XI. Free unce more, his 
wild spirit of adventure seemed to desert 
him, and he wrote the “Grand Testament,” 
the work which has immortalized him. He 
was thirty years old at this time. 

Here the next mystery of his life begins. 
What became of him? In the autumn of 
1462 he is found, broken in health and spirits, 
living in the cloisters of Satnt-Benoit. His 
dissipation, it would appear, had undermined 
his health and he is said to have died there 
of consumption in 1463. Certain historians 
doubt this fact, and believe that he lived a 
number of years thereafter, but if such be 
the case nothing definite was heard of him 
after 1463. 

The obscurity, unhapplaess and the evil 
repute of Villon’s life would not be in them- 
selves a reason for the minute investigation 
to which the events of that life have been 
subjected, but his poetical work, scanty as 
the certainly genuine part og ft Is, Is of such 
extraordinary quality, and marks such an 
epoch in the history of European literature, 
that he has been at all times an interesting 
figure. 


CALIFORNIA MUST NOW TAKE 
ITS OWN RACE MEDICINE 


Editor Constitution: Referring to the 
California-Japanese land question wherein 
the Japanese government 1s protes‘ing the 
passage of.the California anti-alien land 
law, which the government is being so 
strenuously seconded in its protest by the 
president and his gifted secretary, it is very 
probable the Japanese government is right 
in its protest. 

A number of the men of the south can 
yet vividly call to mind the brutal insist- 
ence of California and the remainder of the 
northern states who fought the south in the 
war between the states, that as a condition 
precedent to their readmission to the Amer- 
ican union, and the turning over to them 
unfettered with military domination of their 
state government, the soutnern states must 
ratify the thirteenth, fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments, to the constitution of 
the United States. 

The last clause of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States is as follows: “Nor shall any state 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction 
the equal protection of the laws.” 

The supreme court of the United States, 
construing this clause of the fourteenth 
amendment in the case of Yivk Wo, a China- 
man, vs. Hopkins, 118 U. S. 356, said: 


Nor are the provisions of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution confined to the protection 
of citizens. These provisions are universal in their 
application to all persons within the _ territorial 
jurisdiction, without regard to any difference of race, 
or of nationality; and the equal protection of

To more fully afford this protection U. S. 
Rev. Stat., Sec. 1977, was passed. 

The passage of the fourteenth amend- 
ment was the greatest blow to the doctrine 
of state sovereignty suffered during the war, 
and was forced upon the American union 
over the protests of the south and was 
passed to prohibit the southern statés from 
legislating directly concerning the negro 
population by name without including the 
remainder of the people in the law. 

It will be readily observed that from the 
wording of the fourteenth amendment and 
the decision above cited that it is very 
probable the legislature of the state of Cali- 
fornia has not now the power to prohibit 
aliens from owning land in the state, but 
the question is one for congress. California 
deprived herself of this right when she was 
so eager to deprive the old south of this 
simple right of police protection, to pro- 
hibit certain classes from doing that which 
her own citizens are allowed to do. 

The proper thing to do is for California 
to take the lead in asking for the repeal 
of the fourteenth amendment, and to admit 
that it was wrong in joining in the move- 
ment to fix it-on the south. 

Until this is done Calffornia ought to be 
required to Ilve up to the constitution and 
give to Japs and Chinks the full measure of 
their rights as she expects the south to ac- 
cord to the negro population. 

To my mind the Japanese treaty has noth- 
ing to do with the question, but the ‘consti- 
tution is controlling and the supreme court 
will declare the California statute void.

“After I had secured the names and 
necessary data on which to base pros- 
ecution in 19 instances, I probably made 
the mistake to include in the number 
two or three parties who may have 
legal rights in the pond: of this I 
am not sure, but as a stranger, did 
what appeared to be my duty in the 
case. 

“There are certainly some very tough 
and lawless people absut the pond, 
and they, of course, are the instigators 
of all the trouble. 

“As soon as I announced my pupose

caution on my part.

Harry <A. Parkin, assistant district 
attorney, declared the evidence would 
show that Johnson directed his fistic 
accomplishments against the women. 

“As a result of his treatment of these 
girls,” Mr. Parkin said, “they were fre- 
quently sent to hospitals with black- 
ened eyes and bruised bodies.” 

Mr. Parkin, in addressing the jury, 
declared that he would introduce evi- 
dence to show the character of John- 
son. He said he would bring out detri- 
mental facts which occurred previous- 
ly to his fight dt Reno in 1909, and 
would prove that while playing a vaude- 
vill engagement he was living with 
three white girls in the same city and 
that he took them about the country 
with him.

New York, May 7.—The cotton mar- 
ket was Nigher today, on covering and 
a fair 6c ttering demand, which seem- 
ed to be promoted by apprehensions of 
dréuth damage in the eastern belt, and 
Ane less favorable acreage of private 
5 a crop reports. Closing prices showed 
reactions, but the final tone was steady 
and last prices still showed net gains 
of from 3 to 11 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
Vance of 5 to 9% points, in sympathy 
with higher Liverpool cables than ex- 
pected, and active months sold 8 to 9 
points net higher right after the call, 
on covering by some of yesterday's 
"late sellers, who were evidently dis- 
appointed by the fallure of early 
news to show the showers 
predicted for the esatern belt yester- 
day. Realizing and sellers for a turn, 
on rumored showers in northwest Ala- 
bama, caused reactions of 4 to 5 points 
shortly after the call, but the official 
eastern belt forecast was for contin- 
ued clear and cooler weather, and 
prices soon firmed up again. 

In addition to covering there ap- 
peared to be considerable demand from 
abroad as well as support from local 
bulls or reactionists and there were 
numerous private reports from east of 
the river indicating that cotton was 
getting a poor stand, owing to low 
témperatures and dry weather. More- 
over, reiterated prediction of large 
shipments from the local stock were 
colored, to some extent, by the fact 
that the certificated supply here has 
already lost 11,000 bales since the end 
Pof April and, with trade accounts from 
the continent more optimistic, there 
was also talg of a considerable July 
short interest still outstanding in the 
local market. 

After showing a 
from 14 to 16 points, however, the 
market turned easier, under renewed 
reports of rains in Alabama, unfavor- 
able private spot advices from Vicks- 
burg and Memphis, realizing by early 
buyers, and considerable southern sell- 
ing Closing prices were’ 6 to 7 points 
off from the best in consequence, but 
offerings were well taken at the de- 
cline.

Why Is a Vice President? 
Philadelphia Telegraph.) 

Years ago, before President Wilson 
was politically foot loose, he wrote 
this description of the vice presidency 
of these United States: 

It would doubtless 
quite improper to omit from an essay 
on the senate all mention of the sen- 
ate’s president; and yet there is very 
little to be said about the. vice presi- 
dent of the United States. His posi- 
tion is one of anomalous insignificance 
and curious wuneertainty. Apparently 
he is not, strictly speaking, a part of 
the legislature—he is clearly not a 
member—vet neither is he an officer 
of the executive. 

Tt is one of the remarkable things 
about him that it is hard to find in 
sketching the government any proper 
place to discuss him. He comes in 
most naturally along with the sen- 
ate, to which he is attached; but h» 
does not come tn there for any great 
consideration. He is simply a judicial 
officer set to moderate the proceed- 
ings of an assembly whose rules ha 
has no voice tn framing and can nave 
!no vote in changing. 

His official stature is not to be com- 
5! pared with that of the speaker of the 
'house of representatives. So long as 
he ts vice president, he is inseparable 
from the senate; his Importance con- 
sists in the fact that he may cease to 
be vice president. 

Hfis chief dignity. next to presiding 
over the senate, lies in the circum- 
stances that he is awaiting the death 
or disability of the president. Anda 
the chief embarrassment fn discussing 
his office is that In explaining how lit 
tle there is to be said about it one 
has evidently said all there is to say.

A penaternny situated Ansley park lot for $28.50 a 


How to Fight the House Fly.

A little of this burnt in the 
rooms in the morning—after which the 
rooms should be aired—will make the 
house exempt from flies all day. Twen- 
ty drops of carbolic acid dropped on 
a hot shovel or on any piece of. warm 
iron creates a vapor that lays flies 
low. The common mignonette plant 
grown in jars and placed in a room 
makes things unpleasant for flies: A 
handy thing is the white clover. It 
is strange, but flies hate the odor of 
white clover. Have a little of this 
around in a vase and you will notice 
that the flies have business in the 
other direction. This clover should be 
renewed every day or so, for when it 
becomes dry it irfitates the nostrils. 
A cheap and effective poison, not dan- 
gerous to human life, is bichromate of 
potash in solution. One drachm dis- 
solved in’two ounces of sweetened 
water and placed in shallow dishes 
will call the long roll of any number 
of the pests. Another remedy that for 
all purposes has few equals is a solu- 
(tion of formalin, or formaldehyde in 
water. A spoonful of this liquid in a 
quarter of a pint of water left ex- 
posed in a room will make the flies 
scarce in a very short time. Flies are 
sensitive to light; keep the window 
curtains drawn, all except one little 
slit, and they will gravitate toward it.
